This inspection letter documents that Kleinfelder performed Special Inspection and materials 
testing services for the Costco Wholesale Building 5 project as required by the project plans, 
specifications, and applicable sections of the International Building Code (IBC). We are providing 
this letter at Costco’s request to support their application for a temporary occupancy permit based 
on work completed to date, with the understanding that inspections will continue until the project 
is complete, at which time another final Special Inspection letter will be issued.  
 
Kleinfelder’s WABO approved special inspectors, or those of our subcontracted agencies, 
observed and performed field and laboratory testing starting on approximately April 23, 2021 to 
July 15, 2021.  The following portion of construction has been included in our Special Inspection 
scope completed to date for the 75’-0” long concrete retaining wall located adjacent to drive into 
underground parking garage.
